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5 REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The Examiner pointed out that claims 1, 4-6, and 8 were rejected as 
being anticipated by Settles, and claims 2-3 and 9-10 were rejected as being 
unpatentable over Settles in view of Lin. However, as shown in the drawings, 
the mounting body 11 of the shock absorbing device 10 of the invention 

10 comprises a first fitting hole 13, a second fitting hole 15, and a receiving 14 
which is larger than the first fitting hole 13 but smaller than the secord fitting 
hole 15 in diameter. Furthermore, a first spring coil 25 is confined in the first 
fitting hole 13 of the mounting body 11, a second spring coil 26 is confined in 
the second fitting hole 15 of the mounting body 11, and the shock-absorbing 

15 socket 20 is movably confined in the receiving hole 14. Settles doesn't show 
such fitting holes and receiving hole which are different in diameter size, and 
Lin also fails to particularly disclose such a structure that a receiving is larger 
than the first fitting hole but smaller than the second fitting hole in diameter. 
Therefore, claim 1 and the corresponding specification have been revised by 

20 adding the structural characteristic so as to make the present invention 
patentable over the cited references. 

Claim 4 has been added to claim 1, and claims 8, 9 and 10 have been 
cancelled.
